Confessed Slayer Asks 


; INNOCENT OF CRIME, SAYS MRS. DUREN es 


ole;AccusesHusband 


More than four years after she con- 
fessed murder and accepted a life 
prison term, Mrs. Nora E. Durea 
brought a petition for parole in which 
she set out that she is innocent, it 


was révealed by the state prison com- 
mission Monday. Mrs. Duren said ip 
her petition that her plea of guilty 
was actuated by fear of her husband, 
George L. Duren, whom she now ac- 
cuses of committing the crime. 

Mrs. Duren, according to the rec- 
ord of the case, was convicted tin 
Ware county superier court on her 
own statemert‘of the murder of Ira 
James, whg .was killed in a small 
store operated by the Durens at Hop- 
kins. Defense attorneys, in subsequent 
reports in the case, declared they had 
remonstrated with Mrs. Duren in el- 
forts to get her to “tell the truth,” 
maintaining that they did not believe 
her guilty, but that she was shielding 
someone else. She at that time stout- 
ly reftsed to say other than that she 
had committed the deed. 

State to Oppose Parole. 


Solicitor-General Spence,. of — the 
Ware superior court, said in com- 
munications to the commission that he 
would vigorously oppose any move to 
have Mrs. Duren’s sentence commuted. 
The petition will be considered by the 
commission Wednesday. 

A file of Mrs; Duren’s case’ con- 
tains numerous letters from promi- 
nent people in Ware county, where 
she was convicted in December, 1925. 
Commissioner Vivian L, Stanley said 
he understood women of Lyons coun- 
ty have taken an interest in the case 
in behalf of Mrs, Duren. 

In her petition, now before the com- 
mission, Mrs. Duren declared that Ira 
James was killed by her husband, 
George Duren, who forced her to as 
sume the blame on threats of violence 
and promises that he would get her 
out of the trouble. 


She said he had | 


since persuaded her to deed all their 
property to him under the pretext 
that he wanted to use the money in 
efforts to procure her freedom. The 
petition added that Duren sold the 


property and used no part of the 
money in his wile’s behalf. 

She pointed out in her petition that 
the victim of the deed was quoted at 
her trial as having said immediately 
after he was shot that he saw no pis- 
to! in Mrs. Duren’s hand and that 
he did not believe she had done it. 

Husband Gets Divorce. 

The document also contained the 
statement that the petitioner under- | 
stood that Duren has secured a di-| 
voree from her. | 

Concluding her petition, the wom-| 
an said: 

“I can no longer bear it that my | 
children be turned against me, and. 
that he (Duren) be free to enjoy life 
while I suffer for a crime of which | 
am innocent. ... 

“After thinking over all the things | 
he has done to hurt rather than help | 
me, and feeling that I have borne} 
the burden of his crime long enough | 
I have decided to tell the truth.” |

HUSBAND IS ARRESTED 
IN SMOKE HOUSE DEATH 


Sharon Schéol Teacher Poi- 


soned, Coroner’s Jury 
Decides. 


Sharon. S. C., February 4.-—()— 
Rafe King, husband of Mrs. Faye; 
Wilson King, Sharon school teacher 
whose body was found January 25 in 


a smokehouse at their home here, was 
arrested late today and held for fur- 
ther investigation in connection with 
the inquiry into the death. 

The arrest came immediately after 
a cononer’s jury which had heard evi- 
dence all day. returned a verdict that 
Mrs. King died of poison “adminis- 
tered by persons unknown.” 

King, member of a prominent Shel- 
by, S. C.. family, testified at the in- 
quest today that his wife left the 
house on the morning on January 25, 
presumably to go to her school which 
opened at noon. He said that he did 
not become alarmed until evening 
when she had not returned and then 
started a search. He aroused neigh- 
bors and a woman found the body in 
the smokehouse. King said he was ill 
at the time. 

Testimony was introduced that 
King had stated that his wife had 
several times threatened to commit 
suicide. Neighbors testified to having 
seen her the day of her death and 
said that she had appeared to be in 
unusually high spirits. 

A score or more witnesses were 
heard at the inquest. many of them 
testifying to the same circumstances. 
Dr. Charles O. Burrus, Sharon phy- 
sician, told the jury that poison had 


been found in the dead woman's stom- | 


ach. He said that the lips and throat 
were burned by acid. There also was 

cut on the forehead and her hair 
was matted with blood. 

The Reverend E. B. Hunter, pas- 
tor of a local church, testified that he 
had found a suit of underwear on 
which were blood spots in a_ trunk 
under clean clothing. This garment 
was identified as belonging to King. 

King was present throughout the 
hearing. He came here this morning 
from the home of his parents in Shel- 
by where he had been kept isolated 
and all reporters barred. Beyond his 
statement to the coroners jury King 
declined to talk. 

Solictor Glenn, immediately after 
the jury’s verdict had been rendered. 
let it be known that he would issue a 
warrant on which to hold King pend- 
ing investigation. When King heard 
this. he went to the sheriff and sur- 
rendered.

The Peace of the World. 


The supreme passion of Woodrow 
Wilson's spirit was to help bring to 
pass the peace of the world. This 
writer recalls the almost tearful 
words with which President Wilson 
personally deplored the breaking forth 
of the world war in August, 1914. In 
an intimate conversation he express- 
ed his deep horror of what was to fol- 
low and his earnest hope that our gov- 
ernment might find an opportunity to 
mediate and restore European peace 
‘before millions were slain and civili- 
zation battered down to its founda- 
tions, 

The conduct of President Wilson in 
the earlier years of the world war has

been subjected to many mistaken and 
(harsh criticisms. He might have an- 
iswered many of them with consum- 
mate skill and devastation, but Wood- 
irow Wilson “did not wear his heart 
upon his sleeve for every daw to peck 
at.” He knew that the motives of 
the purest men have been misjudged, 
He was not unacquainted with Socra- 
tes and Jesus. 

And when, at length, he was im- 
pelled to demand a declaration of war 
against the arrogant and aggressive 
central powers, he sought to turn the 
current and power of the tremendous 
conflict toward the ultimate goal of a 
perpetual world peace.

Key Shot of a Record Round

F all the thrilling shots made 
during Mrs. Melvin Jones’ 
record round of 73 over thé No. 1 
course at Olympia fields last sum- 
mer that doughty sportswoman re- 


calls only one, 

That was a hazardous spoon 
shot to the tabled eighth green. 
Mrs. Jones believes this shot bol- 
stered up her nerve and kept 
down the score which ran away 
with medalist heners in the Chi- 
cago championship. 

To ae ‘hieve this score of one 
over men's par on a course where 
national championships have been 
held Mrs. Jones performed many 
miraculous stunts. She holed out 
from a trap for an eagle, sat 
long iron shots down alongside 
the can and ran down putts of 

"0 and 40 feet. Even these 
things fade alongside that spoon 
shot at the eighth. 

This hole is nearly 400 yards 
long, the green occupying the lev- 
eled top of a high ridge running 
lengthwise of the fairway. The 
terrain drops alarmingly into a 
woody tangle on each side, a brook 
guards the near side, and the far 
side ends abruptly in a steep 
bank. Sand traps are plentifully 
sprinkled about the banks. 

Mrs. Jones opened her attack 
with a longish drive which left 
her 150 yards from the pin, but 
slightly to the left. This made 
her approach considerably more 
difficult, because an enormous 
tree intervened. The ball had to 
be lifted over this tree and caused 
to duck immediately and hold the 
narrow green which from this an- 
gle was almost cro#swise to the 
player. 

The shot was a trifle stiff for 
an iron, as to achieve the dis- 
tance the trajectory would be too 
flat to carry the tree and the 
steep approach to the green. Mrs. 
Jones chose a spoon and played a 
powerful shot, cutting well under 
the ball and drawing the club 
head across its surface. 

The shot was perfect, the ball 
rose dizzily, skimmed over the 
tree, carried past the bank and 
swerved sharply down to the 
green. It landed 15 feet past the 
hole, but so powerful was the 
backspin imparted that it jerked

To this day I am unable to under- 
stand just why the Willard-Dempsey 
fight at Toledo, Ohio, on July 4, 
1919, was not a bigger financial suc- 
cess.

Oddie and I were staggered at this

| “Three weeks ago to the day, Cu- 
_rator Waltham said, he personally had

| pation of their exhibit to the Prince of 
| Wales, who was to visit the museum 
‘that noon. To make way for them he 
had directed Assistant Curator Kay- 
| mond to remove the replicas from the 
case (No. 12) and keep them in his 
| desk 


absolute way that he personally had 
carried the real gems to the case and 
| had himself installed them there. He 
Temained while the guards locked the 
| case before his eyes, and stood direct- 
ily by the case awaiting the reception 
committee and the prince. 

“Only the curator had the key to 
the lock. He was prepared, if the 
| prince expressed a desire to handle the 
famous pieces, to remove them bim- 
|self and hand them to the prince. 
However, the visit was hurried, and 
_the prince did not make the request. 
| “Of the subsequent events Curator 
| Waltham said: 
|  ““T remember distinctly that after 
the prince left, I left Assistant Cura- 
tor Raymond in charge to remove 
| the true pieces and put them securely 
away in the safe, for I was compelled 


His Highness for the rest of the tour 
through the museum. JI cannot say 
that I saw Raymond do it, but I am 
certain of his honor and _ integrity 
as I am of my own. He reported to 
|; me only an hour later that he had 
done so, and that the paste replicas 
had been restored to case No. 12. 

“*Yet Raymond is so careful, it 
seems impossible that he could have 
made any mistake about this. I con- 
fess that I am inclined to the belief 
that this thief whose coat was cap- 
tured in some way must have obtained 
the combination of the safe and stolen 
ithe real pieces from it, alse robbing 
the case of the replicas and putting 
them in the safe. Thus he hoped 
that a long time would elapse before 
the frand would be discovered in either 
safe or exhibit case, since our replicas 
‘would be in the safe and his dummy 
set in the ease. That would give him 
more time to sell them without an 
alarm being spread. 

“Dr. Oddie affirmed in the most 
positive manner his complete trust in 
both the curator and the assistant 
curator. He added that he -agreed 
with Curator Waltham’s theory. How- 
ever, they placed the investigation en- 
itirely in my hands and were good 
enough to express the fullest confi- 
‘dence in me. 

“Our first step was to telegraph 
Mr. Raymond, the assistant curator, 
recalling him immediately from 
emergency mission to the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art, on 
which he had been sent the Friday be- 
fore. Within a few hours Raymond 
had wired that he was starting back 
at once. 

“In the meantime I made a search- 
ing investigation among this. Ray- 
mond’s friends, and fonn®@ that be bore 
a reputation for good character and 
devotion to the museum. He arrived 
the next day. 

“T would describe him as a scholar- 
'Iy appearing young man in his early 
thirtres, with a frank, open counte- 
nanee, though highly nervous in his 
manner. He appeared to be greatly 
shocked at what had taken place, im- 
mediately offered to resign, and court- 
ed the fullest investigation.
